Of course It should 
be slim 1 while the liipiid Is being 
poured ou. There is no need of put- 
ting it on with a sprinkler. Itecaose a 
coiisidi r.ihlc Quantity <>f lii|«id is net^d 
ed, ;iii'l the essential thin;; ia to use 
plenty ,<( it and to put lots of mude 
on the .seoop shovel handle. 

The smin should be stirred and wet- 
teil until the wati-r seeps away at the 
sides. afliT w liii h il .'sliiiiild lie shoveled 
into a sleep pih> and coveri'd w ith }C11U- 
ny sack.s or horao blunketa and left in 
this condition for two or three honrs. 
At the end of this time (lie shovel 
should ay:ain be startetl. Spivad the 
grain out as thinly as the tluor space 
will ulK»v nnd shovel it over as fre- 
qaently|as possible. Tn other wonis, 
hasten the drying: so th.tt the grain 
will not swell. Generally speaking. If 
the freatiiieiil is he^Min e.irly in the 
morning and if the atmosphere is rea- 
sonably dry most of tbe moisture can 
lie got rid of the first day. ;it least a 
siitticieiit amount of it so that there is 
no danger of tlie grain spoiling. It 
may be necessary to shovel over the 
grain several times the second dny. In 
any ev<'iit it should not lie sacked up 
until it is dry. Of ronrse If treatment 
Is left mitil the grain can be taken di- 
rectly to the field it is not so impor- 
tant that It be dried otit completely, 

but it is important, as said before, to 
have the grain dried before putting it 
iu sacks. We iKi\e known instances 
where the germinating power of grain 
was rery greatly injured by passing 
through a swoatinu' in the giaiii sacks 
after the smut Ireainieiit. It will do 
no harm and may atcmnplish some 
good to dip the grain sacks into tlie 
mixtnra in order to destroy the sront 
spores that are attached thereto. This 
can lie dune in tlic very lir.st instance 
and the sacks Imiig out to dry, so they 
wiil Dc ready when the grain is dry 
enough to sacic np.— Better Farming.

Hemp VS. Tobacco. 

Kentucky once led all tha Statea of 
the Union in the production of hemp. 
The Slate's primacy in hemp growing 
waa as wall aatabMrtiad at that tl»a M 
is iu kadaraHip in tibaese pradaeiiao 
today. 

Aeeotdlag to a LasingtoB dispateh. 
Prof. GNursMQ. of the State Experiment 
Station, iMUevaa tha farmers are mak- 
ing a nistaka in ao gaaarally abaadon- 

ing hemp and giving so much attention 
to the production of tobacco, lie insists 
that bamp la a raaiaaaraUva map whan 

raised for the seed alone. An acre of 
hemp will produce from 10 to 12 bush- 
els of aaed, -aad baanp aaed is iu laady 

demand at S3 a bushel. 

Growing tobacco, Prof. Garman says, 
is having a bad affeet oo tba Keataeky 

soils, which already are deficient in veg- 
etable matter, and in some places lack 
ing in other desirable logradiaBta# "The 
man who has the nerve to withstand the 
general tendency, to turn hi^ b^ck on 
tobacco and grow crops not grown by 
everybody about him, ought to make 
more money m the next ten years than 
he can or ake from tobacco, and by doing 
so will certainly take lesa freoi his \and 
and lind it in belter condition at the 
end " 

Prof. Garman believes the State could 
protiiably plant several timaa tha praa- 
aot aeraage that is balif 4svotad to 

hemp, since our hemp gaa weia are not 
able to supply tba damaad for aaad by 
many thousands of bushels. In recent 
years the acreage of hemp has decreas- 
ed in Central ^enlucky every year. In 
the meantime the acreage of tobacco 
has been increasing. In the oaosus of 
IDlit fewer ihan 500 farms reported hemp 
and uf these only 62 reported sales of 
hemp seed. There seems po room to 
doubt but that the State would ba great- 
ly benefitted by a revival in " 
ing.- Farm and Family.

"The eradleation of adult illiteracy in 
Kentucky is a emsade not to be dispar- 
aged, and the efforts of the commission 
appointed by the Governor incompliance 
with an act of the last Qeneral Assembly 
will be watched with sympathetic inter 
est by the lay public and undottbtadly 
encouraged by school men. 

The broad gaaoral^aaaaa of adult illit- 
eracy, of course, evarjooa knows, is fail- 
ure of children to go to sehool, and, con- 
sequently, the big question is to get all 
the children in school. When they are 
all ill school the problem of adult Illiter- 
acy for the future is solved.

Last year Liillejohn's shows contract- 
ed for less than 166 ligbu. We could 
furnish this numltar without any BMtie- 
rial change in our service aqnipaiant at 
the ball park. I made an axoaadingly 
low price and diaeovored whan tha ahows 
were ovor that I had not made any mon- 
ey, and moreover, tha night the shows 
departed 912.00 worth of our wire disap- 
peared. It has not yet been located. 

This year the shows wanted 300 liirhts 
In order to serve this number Iliad to 
install additional wires, poles and trans 
formers, theii lako same down when the' 
shows were over. There is no ri';:iilar 
demand for light in lartre i|uatitiiies in i 
the vicinity of ilie ball park. And all 
of this special insiallaiion cost consider- 
able money in addition to the cost of the 
current furnished. While the last agree- 
ment, as stated, called for two IjOO lights, 
upon investi^aiion I discovered thai the 
shows artually cut in aboui 300 lights, 
and this without consulting me. And 
yet soma ona haa nude you baliava that 
tba same number of lights ware used 
thia year as last year.. 

The Utilities Company is not under 
any obligations to maintain plant capac 
ity and overhead equipment just to serve 
a carnival company which appears in 
ihe city only once a yearand then charge 
lat Company ilie same rates it does a 
regular and constant customer. Can you 
appreciate this'.' Yet the charge I made 
he shows, incluilintr the expense of the 
special service insiallat irm was only 
$10.00 per night for over itX) lights. I 
wonder what you think would have been 
fair and reasonable charge for the ser- 
vice.
